Thanks to Bob Kellogg, AE4IC, for the info on the W3EDP 
antenna. It looks a lot like mine but I'm using 300 ohm 
ladderline with the MFJ941C tuner. 


Someone else mentioned the SWL-30 and how much they were 
enjoying it, so I got mine out (reminder that I fried the 
puppy when I built the GM-30 and happened to hook the 
power up backwards). 


I burned up a 100hm resistor in the audio section and 
had replaced it, couldn't see any other damage so fired 
it back up. It was very noisy in the audio so replaced 
the 5532, no change. This was a while back so I said 

I had a lot of work to do so put it in the background to 
do when convienent. Ha. 


Today I'm figuring that I'd probably need a new IC somewhere 

so I stop at R/S on the way home to pick up the Desoldering 
Braid to try #64-2090B. I usually use a solder sucker and 

had never tried the braid. Well I'm converted. Used the sucker 
to get the first pass and the braid to really clean up the 

pad. Works great. NN1G and others recommend the stuff in 

the construction manual, but hey, I don't take things apart. 
This is one of the first times I've fried something. :-) 


I noted that I had two solder pads with no solder. Hmmm. 

After putting in sockets (this one SWL-30 didn't have sockets) 
and getting it back in the box, no noise. So it wasn't the 

ICs as replacement of same did not effect sensitivity Probably 
the lack of solder.

Here is the "League Line" from Nov. 1989 "QST", regarding 
30 meter awards: 


"Effective immediately, the League will not accept 10-MNz contacts 
for the following awards: WAS (basic, CW, RTTY, packet and QRP: 
but no single-band or 5-band WAS; DXCC (CW and digital QSOs for 
mixed, CW and RTTY awards, but no 5-band DXCC. IARU officials at 
the Region 2 Conference in Orlando adopted the change, which now 
allows awards credits on 10 MHz. The policy now conforms with 
10-MHz award credit rules in Regions 1 and 3...." 


Just to let everyone know what the league says.... The above is what 
the ARRL sent me when I sent them an email about the topic.

Dennis' message is from seven years ago and the typo is the phase, 
"will not accept 10-MNz contacts..." SHOULD be, “will now accept 
10-MHz contacts..." 


This explains why many of us (*I*) thought 10M QSOs could not count for 
WAS or any other award. Obviously, when the band first was opened to 
hams in the mid eighties, 10MHz QSOs did NOT count for awards.

Easy answer: folks photograph their antique projects, but rarely their 
up-to-date projects, labs, stations. I'1l bet QST would publish such 
photos if a. somewhat out of the ordinary, b. of "general" interest, and 
c. well done. The antiques always interest the old timers from nostalgia 
and the newcomers from disbelief that such things worked. Hence, the 
success of CQ's antique ham gear calendar. Wonder if the list has an 
enterprising calendar maker who might show a. classic QRP gear, b. 
current QRP gear, and/or c. home brew QRP gear inside and out. 


For QST Up Front, QRP Afield and other activities would also make good 
submissions, since they like to show hams and activities. One paragraph 
descriptions of the activity and identification of all visible hams a 
necessity. 


Even if QST has said in effect that they have done enough QRP for a 

while, good color photos for Up Front seem a good way of keeping the 
message going. For example, a good photo of an Altoids 40-9er in action 
(with at least a key and hand in the photo) might make a good submission, 
as well as any other unusual but electrically sound packaging of a QRP rig. 


Just some ideas for the portion of the group that is not inclined to 
write, but who can handle a camera. If "F-stop," "aperture," "macro," 
"background," and "composition" are everyday words for you, then you 
might be QRP's next visual spokesperson.

Mike, 


I tried the one that is similar to this, that's found in DeMaw's "W1FB's 
QRP Notebook", page 152. I found it to be less flexible in matching than 
others I had used -- remember, you have the link to the rig (i.e., 
loading on the input side) fixed, and only a certain number of inductance 
steps. 


The SPC circuit, with a balun on the input to keep it floating for 
balanced lines, is what I have ended up with. A T-106-2 toroid, wound 
full with #22 or #18 wire (can't remember :-) ), bristling with little 
soldered-on taps which I connect with a clip lead (don't short unused 
turns on a toroid). A fully-flexible match with all elements fully 
adjustable for maximum flexibility. "Feels" better to me than those 
DeMaw circuits.

The RIT range isn't 
enough tho.
